On Teaching the Deaf. 

Editor The St. Louis Star: The 
League of Women Voters declared 
in your recent issue that every large 
public day school for the deaf in the 
United States has discarded the 
manual and the combined methods 
in favor of the oral method for the 
mentally normal child. I doubt 
very much about this, because as a 
matter of fact many of these schopls 
continue to employ the manual and 
the combined methods. I am keenly 
interested to learn from what source 
the League of Women voters obtain¬ 
ed such sweeping information. 

The oral method means by its me¬ 
thod that the sign language is strictly 
forbidden while the pupil is being 
taught pure oralism, almost in exact 
coincidence with the method for the 
mentally normal child. I strongly 
favor the oral method only for pos¬ 
sible cases, thus I mean for those 
so-called semi-mutes and also those 
who show a real aptitude to learn 
and progress in the oral method. I 
have encouraged such persons. If a 
deaf-boin person wants to learn lip 
reading, it is for his own asking. 
For other certain cases, as deaf-born 
or totally afflicted children, the com¬ 
bined method and also the manual 
are quite necessary and correct. 

An attempt to experiment on a 
deaf and dumb born child oral me¬ 
thod by the alone is a very unkind, 
unscientific task, actually a mischiev¬ 
ous waste of time. The experi¬ 
ments are a purpose of satisfying the 
curiosity of the pure oralists, who 
do not feel themselves in the 
situation of the deaf person. On 
deaf-born innocent children experi¬ 
ments should not be made without 
the combined or manual method, 
because the experiments handicap 
these innocent children along in 
other educational lines. 

The oral method is a very slow, 
careful, painstaking process and has 
to await for desired results before 
several vears or with no success. 
The pnre oralists should realize a 
serious difference of aptitudes and 
limitations between a deaf-born child 
and other child who lost the hearing 
and speech at his early or late age. 
The deaf-horn child after three or 
four vears under rigid instruction of 
a pure oralist mav be found a hope¬ 
less case and has lost his four grow¬ 
ing vears in educational lines; there 
fore he has been behind in his mind. 
What has to be judged about his 
intelligence who tries to make hie 
own livehood ? He Incomes a very 
lonesome person because he does 
not know the sign lantiage in order 
to be socially among the happy, 
vigorous deaf people. 

I know of verv many semi-mutes 
who do not speak to conductors, 
clerks or strangers, or who can not 
understand the fast lips. They havt 
to talk on the papers for inquiry to 
be snrelv understood. A large num¬ 
ber of them who have been taught 
by the pure oralists who forbid the 
use of the sign language, have found 
themselves in disadvantageous life 
with the normal j»eople who were 
attracted by inordinary voices and 
also apparent deficiency in intel¬ 
lectuality. When thev learned the 
sign language, they found a real 
happv world with the deaf people 
together, and consequently have 
made a h'innv livelihood. They be¬ 
came valuable members of various 
powerful organizations for the deaf 
which are managed bv themselves. 

Tt has seemed to me that most of 
the pure oralists do not know the 
sign language, and are interested 
only in developing voice and hearing 

the child before his mind is con¬ 
sidered. This is the real reason 
whv thev are opposed to the com¬ 
biner! method and the sign language. 
The pure oralists who know how to 
converse with *he sign language are 
much preferable to the ones destitne 
of the knowledge of the sign lan¬ 
guage. Facts true to facts must he 
observed by them. 


Doctor Who Attended Martyred Lincoln Draws 
Curtain on Memories 


DR. 

WAS 


CHARLES A. LEALE, nOW 86 
AT DEATHBED OF PRESIDENT 


Sixty-three years now have 
passed since that night of April 1A 
1865, when Abraham Lincoln died 
from the bullets of John W. Booth 
Of persons who were friends of 
great man, there are left but a hand 
ful. Few there are even, who can 
boast they ever saw him. The last 
of his children, Robert Todd Lin 
coin, died in 1926. 

But Dr. Charles A. Leale, the 
first doctor to reach Lincoln after he 
was wounded and who watched over 
the President until the end came 
still lives in New York. He is 
eighty-six. Though he has retired 
from active medical practice, he is 
in good health and serves on va 
rious hospital boards. 

Dr. Leale was 23, and out of 
medical school for only a year 
when he attended the attended the 
dying Lincoln. He had joined the 
medical corps of the army, and was 
in charge of a ward for wounded 
officers in the United States Gen 
eral Hospital at Armory Square 
Washington, when theassassination 
of the President occurred. 

Mrs. Lincoln placed Dr. Leale 
in charge of the treatment of the 
wounded President. But medical 
dd could do nothing save prolong 
Lincoln’s life for a few short hours 
Tt was the night of April 14 that 
lie was shot; the next morning he 
was dead. 

Of those historic days Dr. Leale 
has a store of priceless memories. 
But he dislikes to go back over 
hem. He prefers to look to the 
future, and to think and talk of 
he happenings and projects of to¬ 
day that interest him. New achieve¬ 
ment is better, he holds, than re¬ 
trospection. 

Robert Todd Lincoln, the liman- 
ipator's son, was like that 
Through the years of his retire¬ 
ment, he refused consistently to talk 
in reminiscent vein of his father. 
Near the end of his career, he be¬ 
anie virtually a recluse in the little 
New England town where he lived. 

Dr. Leale resides in New York 
with his daughter. He has a son 
n New York who is a doctor, and 
mother who is an attorney. 

When he was mustered out of the 
irtnv in 1886, Dr, Leale went to 
Furope, where he studied Asiatic 
cholera for a year or more. Then 
ie returned to take up his practice 
in New York. 

For a half a century he was one 
>f the leading physicans of thecity, 
■onnected with various hospitals, 
including Bellevue, and the New 
York Institution for the Instruction 
if the Deaf and Dumb. To this 
atter interest he still devotes part 
>f his time. 

He is a member of a dozen or 
more leading medical, scientific and 
literary bodies. In 1881 he was a 
delegate to the London Interna- 
f ional Medical Congress. 

He has written extensively on 
medical snrgerv and scientific sub¬ 
jects, but though repeatedly urged 
to, has refused to write his own 
memoirs or his recollections of 
Lincoln and the war.— N. Y. 
Telegram.

I was taught by a pure 
oralist and never knew how to talk 
the sign-language, in fact, was forbid¬ 
den to mingle with those talking the 
signs.

I lost my hearing and speech 
at nine years of age. I am not always 
so very sure of being understood 
when I have to speak up. Also I often 
pretended to understand the lips; in 
reality I was uncomfortable. 'I hough 
I still appreciate the oral method for 
necessary advantages, yet I indeed 
appreciate the sign-language as a 
necessity for the deaf to “listen” in a 
large hall or crowd. Lip-reading is 
absolutely an inconvenience at any dis¬ 
tance from a stage—without a teles¬ 
cope.
